Caesar, who here encountered the Cimbri 
and Suevi, each square mile of this terri- 
tory has, from the ad\ ent of Charlemagne' 
to the downfall of Napoleon, been fought 
over and o\er again, till, borrowing the 
language of Cimpbell, every turf beneath 
the feet of tbe traveler is a sold.ei's sep-

This debatable ground between Ger- 


many and France, so often stained with 
the blood of both nations, abounds with 
interesting memorials of mediaeval times 
1 he legend tells us that one day Charle- 
magne, the gianfc Emperor, who stood sev- 
en ieet high, waft riding in tho forest be 
tween the Rhine and the Meusc, TV hen the 
floundering of his horse disclosed those 
boiling springs of A.X, which for ten cen- 
turies have been so iamous throughout 
Europe 
\. fuir city ro'w on the spot, 


which Charlemagne adorned with build- 
ings o£ extraordinary splendor 
Aix be- 


came his favorite abode, and here he was 
buried 
In the hall of its palace, fifty- 


five of his successors were crowned Em- 
perors of German\ 


Further up the Ehme, m these same 


disputed provinces, lies Worms, a city not 
less famous than Aix, where the monk of 
AV ittenberg, in presence of the Emperor 
and notables of Germany, defended tbe 
nmetj fi\c theses be had nailed to the 
door of the old elmrcb, exclaiming "Hero I 
stand, I cannot do otherwise, so help me 
me God ' Iho religious wars of the six 
tetnth cen*~UT\, which sprang1 up on the 
promulgation of the doctrines ot Luther, 
riged with fury in Palatinate

V, TV bo ruled German j, the Netherlands, 
and Spain, for fortj \cars was during 
nearly the entire period at war with

the sword This contest terminated when, 
in 1 jol», the conscience stricken Charles 
laid down the crow n of half Europe and 
America threw pside his royal robes, put 
on a monl n cowl and a lian shirt, and re- 
tired to the monastery of St Just 


But Protestant and Catholic Europe 


•.gain rushed to arrnb earlj in the next 
century ind during tho famous Thirty 
Years "War, when Gu^tavus Adolphus 
emerged irom his Scandinavian fastnesses 
and made S\\ eden a fir-fc-class power, theae 
provinces, ftom Mannheim down far be- 
yond Ait and Cologne, suffered severely
